2 Forest Fires Flame Afresh; 
Man-Made Blaze Controlled 
SAN FRANCISCO (JP) — Weary 
crews of men fought today to beat 
back breakthroughs In two of Cal­ 
ifornia's major forest and brush 
fires, while a man-made fire was 
quenched in a third area. 
The man-made fire was the 
eighth in three weeks found in a 
half mile stretch on Scarface 
Mountain, 15 miles south of Yreka 
in extreme northern California. 
The spot is south of the Klamath 


National Forest where more than 
150 square miles of timberlands 
have been blackened in a week. 
An urgent call for fresh crews 
came from the Los Padres Nation­ 
al Forest on the south coast where 
60,000 acres of watershed were 
chaired in four days. Flames rode 
turbulent down canyon winds to 
a breakthrough northwest of Santa 
Barbara last night.

Harold Hill, 32, former San Ra­ 
fael radio advertising salesman, 
who jumped $1,000 bail in 1953 
and was later reported killed by 
police in Los Angeles, will be ex­ 
tradited from Memphis, Tenn., 
next week. 
Sheriff David Menary is send­ 
ing Deputy Bowen Bridges to 
Memphis Monday night to bring 
Hill back to Marin for trial. Hill 
is charged with comitting perjury 
¡in 1953 by giving false testimony 
against three sailors, charging 
¡ them with assaulting and robbing 
him.The case of the "dead man” 
turning up alive came to light 
several weeks ago when the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office received 
photographs and fingerprints of 
Hill, who is being held in Mem­ 
phis jail. No explanation has been 
given as to who was shot to death 
earlier this year in a Los Angeles 
hotel. 
Los Angeles police said at the 
time that they had shot and killed 
Hill when he ran down the hotel 
oorridor to escape.

Body Found 
In Strait 
Off Tiburón 
The body of a man tentatively 
identified as Harold Scott Fraser, 
about 60, of San Francisco, was 
found floating in Raccoon Strait 
off Tiburón and hauled ashore by 
firshermen about 8 a.m. today. 
Sheriff David Menary sent In­ 
spector William Bradley and Dep­ 
uty Eugene Frederick to Corinth­ 
ian Yacht Harbor, where the body 
had been towed by hook by a 
group of fishermen. 
Carl Ernest Nordstrom of 1670 
Tenth avenue, San Francisco, and 
a party of friends were headed 
through Raccoon Strait when they 
noticed the full clothed body float­ 
ing about 200 yards offshore from 
Keil Cove, Tiburón. Nordstrom 
hauled the body to the yacht club, 
and notified Roy Logan Walker, 
a club employee. 
Bradley estimated that the body 
may have been in the water be­ 
tween 24 and 48 hours. When dep­ 
uties got to the scene, the Coast 
Guard was hauling the body out. 
The victim was turned over to 
Russell and Gooch Mortuary, Mill 
Valley. 
Deputies found a social security 
card giving the name of Harold 
Scott Fraser, and a San Francisco 
general delivery address. 
In a 
pocket were 53 cents in coins. 
Deputies checked with the San 
Francisco police and found no per­ 
son answering the description re­ 
ported missing. A social security 
official in San Francisco recalls 
that a man of the description came 
in for the social security card, but 
no information was available on 
his former employer or his next of 
kin, except that his mother’s name 
is given as Bessie Kennedy with 
no address.

Business Boom 


Extent Of Income 
Has Surpassed 


Early Predictions 


The business boom in Marin 
is matching, if not exceeding, 
' that in the rest of the Bay Area 
and all of California. 
Some merchants have said 
they cani’t get enough mer­ 
chandise to supply the demand, 
or that it is delayed too long. 
Others, who can get merchan­ 
dise, are in a scramble to build 
up inventories. 
In all cases, in a spot chefk 
of businesses made by the Inde- 
pendent-Journal this morning, all 
merchants had anticipated in­ 
creased business earlier this year 
—and all had under-anticipated. 
AREA PROSPERITY 
While figures were not avail­ 
able "off the cuff” from Marin 
merchants today, San Francisco 
and State Chambers of Com­ 
merce have compiled numerous 
figures on the growth and pros­ 
perity of the Bay Area and the 
state in general. 
The Bay Area contains only 4.5 
per cent of the state’s land area, 
but accounts for 25 per cent of 
the population and retail trade, 27 
per cent of the effective buying 
income, 26 per cent of salaries and 
wages, 50 per cent of the water­ 
borne commerce, 40 per cent of 
the merchant wholesale trade and 
34 per cent of the bank deposits. 
While the J. C. Penney store in 
San Rafael has no inventory prob­ 
lem, manager Francis Fogarty 
said he has frequently had to re­ 
quest stock from other Penney 
stores. "We anticipated increased 
business early this year,” he ex­ 
plained, "but we’ve had a lot more 
business than we anticipated.” 
ISSUES WARNING 
But Fogarty issued a warning. 
"Parking is the big if,” he said. 
“It is the biggest problem facing 
any retail merchant in America 
today, and particularly in San 
Rafael, where there is no off- 
street parking. Other nearby 
towns have provided offstreet 
parking. San Rafael is going to 
have to do the same.” 
An unidentified Fourth street 
merchant has declared that if 
San Rafael does not get offstreet 
parking in the near future, or the 
problem is put off until 1957, he 
is going to move off Fourth street. 
"Business is considerably up 
over last year,” said Robert Batty, 
manager of Montgomery Ward & 
Co. in Rafael. "August was tre­ 
mendous,” he added. He said he 
had planned on an increase, but 
has still had to get stocks from 
other stores. 
BUILD UP INVENTORIES 
O. W. McCabe, manager of May­ 
er's department store in Mill Val­ 
ley, said that store and many 
others were over cautious earlier 
this year, and as a result are 
making a drive to build up inven­ 
tories. 
"Wholesale salesmen are sur­ 
prised that Marin is having such 
a boom,” he continued. He said 
salesmen drop around to take 
orders, but are surprised to write 
up larger orders than they had 
expected. 
"I am growing ulcers trying to 
get shipments from factories,” 
dourly commented Charles Bel-

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Saved For Sportsmen 


Marin sportsmen and conserva­ 
tion officials today expressed sat­ 
isfaction with a decision by the 
California Department of Fish 
and Game to set aside more than 
half of Drake’s Estero for future 
use by sportsmen and for other 
recreational purposes. The action 
was taken Tuesday. 
The Coast Oyster Co., which 
had previously held an allotment 
of use of the entire bay for oys­ 
ter-raising purposes, was left 


about 1,200 acres, all of which 
will be left open to the public 
for hunting and fishing. 
Paul Ware, secretary of the 
Marin Rod and Gun Club, de­ 
clared, “We are very happy with 
it, I’m sure.” Mrs. B. K. Dunshee, 
northern vice president of the 
Shoreline Planning Assn., re­ 
marked that while the association 
would prefer to hold open the 
whole bay it was not at all un­ 
happy about the decision. 


CIVIC CENTER DISCUSSION 
SLATED IN MILL VALLEY 
Sponsors of a project aimed at construction of a Mill Val­ 
ley Community Center will meet Monday night at the home of 
Dr. Earle Marsh to discuss plans. 
City officials have been invited to sit in with the group and 
offer advice. In extending the invitation, at Wednesday night’s 
council meeting, Dr. Marsh indicated that his group envisions a 
multi-purpose building which could be used for organization 
meetings, plays, light operas and concerts. 
Mayor Gordon Strawbridge has indicated support for the 
project, as has City Manager A1 Aimer ants, and council mem­ 
bers voiced approval when Marsh presented a brief outline of 
the plan Wednesday. 
Heading the group' which has formed to interest Mill Valley 
residents in the idea are Dr. Marsh and Barry Mineah, Their 
plans are that the center be located on the outskirts of the city, 
possibly on either of two city-owned sites. 
One such site is near Blithedale avenue, designated on the 
city master plan to be used for a future civic center; the other 
is the marshlands area which is currently the subject of a zon­ 
ing battle.

Opening Of 2nd Waldo Tunnel 


Delayed For 1 Week, Maybe 2 
Opening of the second Waldo 
tunnel, tentatively scheduled for 
next Monday, has been delayed 
for at least one week, possibly two, 
the state Division of Highways 
announced today. 
Reason for the delay, highway 
officials explained, is that heavy 
traffic on the Waldo grade has 
slowed down work on the ap­ 
proaches. 
Tht socond tunnel, located bay* 


ward from the present tube, will, 
when opened, be used for both 
northbound and s o u t h b o u n d 
traffic. When the old tunnel is 
tiled, lighting installed and ap­ 
proaches improved late this year, 
each tunnei Will cany three lanes 
of traffic. Completion of the free­ 
way project from Marin City to 
the Golden Gate Bridge is fore­ 
seen early next year. 


Local cooperation rather than 
outside investigation will best solve 
any problems, racial or other, 
which may exist in the Marin City 
and Sausalito schools, it was ten­ 
tatively decided last night. 
A joint meeting of Sausalito Dis­ 
trict School Board members and 
representatives of the Citizens 
Committee for Better Schools ad­ 
journed on this note of apparent 
harmony after agreeing to meet 
again in 30 days. 
District school officials and 
principals also attended, as did a 
representative of the National 
Assn. for the Advancement of 
Colored People. 
The session was called to discuss 
grievances of Marin City residents 
against the schools, as set forth 
in a petition presented to the 
school board Aug. 1. 
REQUESTED STUDY 
At that time, the citizens com­ 
mittee requested “an impartial 
study of our school system by a 
panel of highly competent educa­ 
tors or professional people, at 
least one of whom shall be from 
a minority racial group.” The re­ 
quest listed four major areas in 
which investigation was requested. 
At last night’s meeting, the com­ 
mittee presented a written state­ 
ment which, members said, gave 
reasons for organization of the 
committee and set forth in great­ 
er detail the items which were 
felt to need investigation. 
School Board Chairman Robert 
Rogers then keynoted the meeting, 
declaring "We can’t ignore this 
group of statements ... A problem 
must exist or this committee 
wouldn’t have been formed.” 
At Rogers’ suggestion the meet­ 
ing took up the items as outlined, 
and in a session of more than 
three hours, exhaustively consid­ 
ered them. As the discussion end­ 
ed, leaders of both the board and 
the committee expressed satisfac­ 
tion with its accomplishments. 
Rogers said he thought last 
night’s proceedings indicated more 
progress could be made by cooper­ 
ation between the two groups 
than by bringing in outside in- 
vestigatiors, and Mrs. Skyrai 
Sweeney, chairman of the citizens 
committee, expressed apprecia­ 
tion for the manner in which her 
group's grievances had been heard 
and discussed. 
The four points mentioned in 
the committee statement were: 
!. Incidents of violence be­ 
tween teachers and students. 
2. Extent of parents’ attitudes 
of ill feeling and mistrust toward 
the school system. 
3. Extent of integration of all 
racial groups. 
4. High rate of teacher turn­ 
over.Under item one, questioning of 
school officials and statements of 
parents present developed that 
there were four or five cases last 
year in which physical force was 


used between teachers and pupils. 
MINOR TROUBLE 
Asst. Supt. Marcus Davis com­ 
mented that "the trouble we have 
here is minor, compared with 
those of other schools in other 
areas.” 
Rogers, pointing out that there 
are more than 1,500 children in 
schools of the district, and that 
they attend school 180 days a 
year, observed that five incidents 
in that many child-days is re­ 
markably low. 
• 
With reference to item two, 
there was disagreement as to 
whether there is "distrust” of the 
school system among parents, and 
if there is, how great it is. Board 
Member Mrs. Harnam S. Dillon 
said she believes there is. and 
attributed it to the fact that cer­ 
tain groups in Sausalito have op­ 
posed the redevelopment of Ma­ 
rin City. 
This, she said, has caused the 
people of Marin City to feel wary

The division of the bay bottom 
for specific purposes was made 
after a hearing on abandonment 
proceedings against the company. 
The hearing was conducted by 
Seth Gordon, director of the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game, on 
Aug. 23 in San Francisco. 
The oyster company had pre­ 
viously held the entire 2.500 acres 
for oyster-growing purposes un­ 
der a permit issued in 1934. 
Abandonment proceedings were 
instituted on grounds that the 
area had not been fully utilized 
by the company or its predecessor, 
Larry Jensen. 
In the course of the hearing 
the oyster company endorsed the 
multiple use plan. 
RICH CLAM BEDS 
The division for bottom use was 
based on the presence of rich clam 
beds, potentially valuable for 
sportsmen’s use, and eel grass 
beds which annually attract large 
numbers of sea brant. The acre­ 
age set aside for exclusive recrea­ 
tional use encompasses the clam 
and eel grass beds. 
Although Drake’s Estero is pres­ 
ently accessible principally over 
private lands, Gordon said he con­ 
siders it desirable to set aside the 
clam and eel grass beds for pos­ 
sible future public access. At the 
hearing, the Rod and Gun Club, 
Shoreline Planning Assn., Marin 
Conservation League, Tamalpais 
Conservation Club and the Sierra 
Club expressed interest in poten­ 
tial use of the area. 
The Wildlife Conservation Board 
also has under consideration a 
project which might open the bay 
to public access. 
In his finding, Gordon said the 
1,300 acres abandoned by the com­ 
pany becomes & public clam dig­ 
ging reserve which no longer is 
available for allotment to oyster 
culture development.

Kentfield Mother Saves 


Tiny Son From Drowning 


A Kentfield mother was credited 
in glowing terms today with sav­ 
ing her 20-month-old son from 
drowning in the backyard fish 
pool.The family doctor’s account of 
the incident stated thal if the 
mother hadn’t done exactly as she 
had, he probably wouldn’t have 
been able to help the child. 
The incident occurred late yes­ 
terday afternoon at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Hoesfeld, 
3 Pine court. Mrs.* Hossfeld and 
her son, Henry, and an older 
daughter were in the frontyard 
when the mother noticed that the 
boy had been missing for about 
five minutes. 
They’d had the fish pool in the 
backyard for about five years, Mrs. 
Hossfeld said, and she was fre­ 
quently concerned about it with 
the children playing in the yard. 
She immediately thought of the 
pool and ran to the backyard. 
There, she found the child float­ 
ing face down in the pool. She 


snatched him from the water, put 
him on the grass and started arti­ 
ficial respiration. 
At the same time, she shouted 
to her daughter to call the family 
doctor. Mrs. Hossfeld had been 
a first aid instructor in collegs 
during World War II. 
The doctor arrived a few min­ 
utes later and rushed the baby to 
Marin General Hospital, still un­ 
conscious. 
At the hospital, oxygen was ad­ 
ministered, along with submersion 
treatment, and in a short time the 
child responded to the treatment. 
Today, the child was reported 
fine and playful, and apparently 
little the worse after his brush 
with death. 
If Mrs. Hossfeld had been hys­ 
terical or less stable or had less 
presence of mind, the child would 
probably not have been saved, 
according to the doctor’s report. 
He had little hope of saving the 
baby when he arrived at the Hoss­ 
feld home, he reported.

CHICAGO («■ — Former Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman said today 
the Communist countries seem to 
be taking a more peaceful course 
but th at America must keep up its 
guard until it is sure. 
He decried cute he said the 
E i s e n h o w e r administration is 
making in the military establish­ 
ment. His own administration, he 
said, began a buildup of the armed 
forcea that "has had much to do 
with bringing about the attitude 
of apparent reasonableness on t h e 
part of the Communists." 
"If we value peace and free­ 
dom, we m ust be strong., he sa .d 
in an address prepared for the 
.Executives’ Club of Chicago, a 
predominantly Republican group. 
His text, primarily about foreign 
policy, did not refer to President 
Eisenhower 
or 
the 
Republican 
party by name. 
He said he was, speaking as a 
former 
president 
“who 
learned 
.some im portant lessons from hard 
experience." 
"The Communists have in re­ 
cent months seemed, on the sur­ 
face at least, to desire a lessen­ 
ing of world tensions," he said. 
"... ,. , Perhaps the objective we 
have 
been 
pursuing 
through 
strength 
may 
be 
beginning 
to 
yield concrete results. . . . It is 
not now possible to tell with cer­ 
tainty, and it probably will not 
be possible for a long time to 
come.” 
He said this should be Amer­ 
ica's course: 
"We must and should confer 
with the Russians. 
“We must and should look for 
peaceful solutions—but never at 
the price of justice and freedom. 
"And, above all, we m ust keep 
up our’guard. It is very easy, when 
the air is filled, with sweet rea­ 
sonableness, to begin to relax a 
little. I t is exceedingly easyi but 
it can also be awfully fatal. We 
m ust be sure th at while we talk, 
of peace the balance of power 
does not shift against the free 
world. We must be 
sure 
that 
while we talk of peace, the peo­ 
ples of the free world do not lose 
their faith in freedom and fall 
prey to subversion and tyranny.” 
He said his Democratic adm in­ 
istration built up "a very power­ 
ful military establishment.”

Tighter Lid 
Clamped On 
Credit Demand 


WASHINGTON {« — The Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board, seeking to 
head off possible inflation, has 
clamped the lid down tighter on 
the rapidly swelling demand for 
credit. 
Its success—or lack or success— 
in preventing inflation may have 
much to do with whether you get 
a tax cut next year. 
The board approved, effective 
today, a move by six additional re­ 
serve banks to boost their discount 
rate from 2: to 2^4 per cent. 'That 
is the rate at which they lend 
money 
to 
member 
commercial, 
banks, which in turn lend to busi­ 
nessmen and others. 
The action was taken by the re­ 
serve banks, of Mew York, Rich­ 
mond, Chicago, Kansas City, Dal­ 
las and. San, Francisco. It made 
the 2^4 per cent rate effective in 
,10 of the 12 reserve district. Only 
the Boston and Minneapolis re­ 
serve banks are still lending at 2 
per cent. 
If the threat of inflation has 
been beaten back by early next 
year, 
the 
administration 
would 
find it much easier to recommend 
a tax cut. A tax cut itself tends to 
be inflationary, because it frees 
more money for spending. 
The 1% per cent lending rate' of 
the reserve banks is the highest 
level In. 20 years, and is considered 
definitely a "restrictive” lending 
rate. A. little more than & month 
ago, it was only 1%, per cent. 
A higher rate makes it .more ex­ 
pensive for member commercial 
banks to borrow from the reserve 
system to expand their own busi­ 
ness, 
consumer 
.and 
personal 
loans. This results in loans becom­ 
ing harder to get, or more expen­ 
sive, at your bank.

McALESTER, Okla. ( « — From 
that moment In 1934 when John 
A. Cane pointed to the spot where 
he buried his slain family, he 
vowed a life of silence. For 18. long 
years as a convict at Oklahoma 
State Penitentiary, he kept his 
vow. 
The incredible story of the pris­ 
oner who wouldn’t talk w^as re­ 
vealed. yesterday. He decided, to' 
talk in hopes of winning a parole. 
It wras told by reporters for the 
Tulsa 
Tribune, which 
said it 
agreed to keep the secret learned 
in June, 1952. 
Former Warden. Jerome W aters 
said Cane was arrested a few days 
after his wife and three children 
disappeared from their home. Af­ 
ter questioning, he broke down, and. 
admitted killing them and burying 
their bodies in. shallow graves. He 
took officers to the spot. 
From, th at moment on, he re­ 
fused to say another word. 
'The 61.-year-old convict said In 
an interview th at "I made up my 
mind. I ’d never say another word 
and decided I'd play I couldn’t 
hear.” 
The vow of silence was broken 


after Cane was told at a mental 
hospital where he was taken for a 
sanity hearing th at he would not 
get a parole if he did not talk. 
He also was warned he would 
reach a stage where he wouldn’t 
be able tO' 'talk. 
When he returned to prison, 
other inmates were told he had 
undergone surgery to restore his 
speech and hearing'. 
It was feared that Cane, consid­ 
ered a deaf-mute by the other 
prisoners, might be in danger if 
prisoners discovefed. he had. been, 
able to hear things they had said 
in tils presence. But Cane, who 
consented to the interview, ap­ 
parently was tin,worried, on that 
score.

Bay Area's 
Business Boom 


SAN FRANCISCO (JP) — The 
nine-county Bay Area is booming 
and is expected to boom even more 
in years to come. 
A special economic report issued 
by the San Francisco and State 
Chambers of Commerce yesterday 
show the area has. mushroomed in 
almost all phases of business, In­ 
dustry, 
finance 
and 
population 
from 1950 through 1954. 
Newcomers have been moving in 
at a rate of 8,200 a month and the 
report says 500,000 more are ex­ 
pected in the next five years. 
Here’s how the rise brbaks down; 
Trade—Bay Area accounts for 25 
per cent of state’s retail trade, 27 
per cent of effective buying in­ 
come, half of waterborne com­ 
merce, 40 per cent of m erchant 
wholesale sales and 34 per cent 
of bank deposits in state. 
Business growth—2,445 new busi­ 
nesses or major expansion worth ¡ 
more than 800 million dollars were 
started in the nine-county area 
plus Sacramento, San Joaquin and 
Yolo Counties. 
Buying power—Up 33 per cent, 
causing a rise of 29 per cent in 
retail trade and 12 per cent of 
wholesale trade. Net buying in­ 
come of Bay Area is more than 
$6,300,000,000. 
Employment—Total, up 11.6 'per 
cent to 1,011,625, not including 
Solano, Sonoma and Napa Coun­ 
ties, Industrial employment up 20.2 
per cent to average of 210,983.

The firm of Henley 8c Scott, 
Inc., and the cooperating firms 
of Albert M. Bender & Co. and 
Fred S. James <fe Co. asked the 
committee to name them, co-brok­ 
ers so th at they could make an 
effort to increase the overall, in­ 
surance on the bridg'e. 
The committee also heard, a re­ 
port 
from 
its 
present 
broker. 
Marsh & McLennan, in which the 
firm outlined current efforts to 
increase the bridge’s multi-risk 
insurance. 
The bride’s $18,500,000 insurance 
policies are expiring Oct. 1, and 
efforts are currently under way 
to renew them and expand the 
coverage. 
The insurance chairman, L. E. 
(Bud) Castner of Sonoma, and. 
General Manager James Adam re­ 
cently went to New York in an 
effort to have the rates on the 
bridge’s insurance reduced. After 
a presentation, which included a 
report on the soundness of the 
bridge and its foundation even in 
high wind or earthquake, the rate 
was reduced approximately 10 per 
cent and the coverage was in­ 
creased in several respects includ­ 
ing sabotage. 
As a result of the improved sit­ 
uation, Marsh ¿c McLennan re­ 
ported that none of the compan­ 
ies contacted thus far for renew­ 
al had canceled its coverage and 
that some have given the bridge 
an additional amount of protec­ 
tion. 
In answer to a question, the 
broker said that “there is no ques­ 
tion but that we will get more 
insurance” than 
the $18,500,000 
previously held. Chairman Cast­ 
ner said he expected at least five 
million dollars more. 
Henley & Scott representatives 
said that they had been active 
for 10 months in a survey which 
led up to the development of in­ 
formation used in the successful 
rate reduction a t t e m p t .

Big Western With Stewart 


Plus Scenery Opens Sunday

Even, in, a year which has seen 
several good westerns, "Man From 
Laramie," starring James Stewart,, 
is an outstanding combination of 
breathless 
.scenery, 
well - paced, 
script and better than average act­ 
ing. 
It has been said that the dif­ 
ference between the ordinary oater 
and a "big” western lies in the 
freshness, of the story, in the em­ 
phasis on characterization. “Man 
From Laramie,” which opens Sun­ 
day at the Rafael theater in cine­ 
mascope and color, has these. 
Stewart,, who finishes in a dead 
heat with the camera for honors, 
plays an Army captain on a lethal 
search for the men who sold re­ 
peating rifles to the Apaches and 
thus enabled the redskins to' mas­ 
sacre a Cavalry troop of which 
his younger brother was a member. 


CHARACTERS 
The screenplay places such em­ 
phasis on developing the charac­ 
terizations that this, old problem, 
becomes absorbing.

INDIANS, TOO 
Rough and tumble action, is neat­ 
ly woven into the story before 
Stewart, lets the Indians exact the 
vengeance that he himself had 
been unable to mete out after 
catching his man. Kennedy and 
Crisp battle at the edge of a cliff. 
Nicol fires a bullet at dose range 
through Stewart’s captive hand. 
Stewart and Nicol battle, and then 
Jimmy takes on Kennedy in a 
corral full of frightened cattle. 
One shocker sequence is Stewart's 
first meeting with Nicol.

Samuel Hopkins Adams, At 84 Years, 


Places Work And Love Above All Else 


He was so gay and lively and 
wise th at I kept 'hopefully pester­ 
ing 84-year-old Samuel Hopkins 
Adams with questions, the answers 
to which I was somewhat wistfully 
convinced would give me at last 
the key to how to live. 
Finally he grew a little impa­ 
tient. "’You're trying to make me 
talk like a philosopher and I'm 
not one/* he complained. 
Although he snorts when you 
say it in front of him, Mr. Adams 
is the current wonder of the liter­ 
ary world, for his “Grandfather 
Stories’' is a best-seller on its own 
and a book club choice besides. 
In addition, he' is at work on 
three other books which he is de­ 
termined to live long enough to 
finish. His memory is prodigious, 
his mind and voice are vigorous, 
his eyes clear and blue, his skin 
healthily tanned. Also he is the 
'best listener I ’ve m et in years — 
concerned, interested, tolerant. 
We’d been talking for an hour 
on the porch of the house by the 
lake in upstate New York which 
Mr. Adams* father built mostly 
with his own hands. I had a 
breathless sen » of hurry, for I 
know th at in a little while eight 
or 10 people would be dropping in 
for tea tand talk about every­ 
thing from atoms to modern art 
and th at at '7 Mr. Adams and his 
houseguests — including me — were 
invited to dinner at another home 
on the lake. Next morning would 
be the author’s work time—four 
hours is the stint he sets, himself, 
More houseguests, including two 
authors, an actress and a televi­ 
sion executive would be arriving; 
there would be another eager, in­ 
terested gathering on the porch in 
the afternoon, and a dinner in Mr. 
Adams* honor somewhere else, un­ 
iese it turned out to be a night 
when he was entertaining 18 or 20 
persons at one of May’s famous 
southern banquets of fried chick­ 
en, corn, pudding and charlotte 
russe. May is the cook who has 


been with him for years and she 
and her husband and daughter go 
south with him in the winter. 
Luckily, they all like company, for 
wherever 
Mr. Adams is, friends 
are constantly coming and going, 
many as ^rounf as If and 20. 
“Philosopher or not, you surely 
know what has been Im portant to 
you in the years you’ve been writ­ 
ing 40 or more successful books,"’ 
I persisted. 
The writer finally named work 
and to love and be loved as, for 
him, the vital essentials of living. 
He added that the secret of keep­ 
ing interested and alert is always 
to have something planned .ahead 
—an exciting enterprise to look 
forward to. He spoke of two friends 
he especially admires 'because they 
seem always to be helping oth­ 
ers 'Constructively. He hasn’t much 
opinion of the leaners of 
the 
world, but he thinks there are 
more of them than of those who 
go ahead on their own. 
“You can’t substitute' your own 
strength for another’s weakness, 
though the strong are always try­ 
ing to do it,” he said thoughtfully. 
In his time, author Adams has 
known many of the great and 
near-great..He told of the scientist 
Marconi, 
diffident and tongue- 
tied in strange company, drifting 
to the piano and playing Chopin 
and Bach for hours; of the late 
Elihu Root, statesman, interrupt­ 
ing a board meeting to talk of 
interstellar space. 
Then Samuel Hopkins Adams 
asked me quite seriously: “Don’t 
you ever get self-conscious when 
you meet im portant people? I do! 
W hat would you say to Churchill 
if you suddenly m et him? I ’m 
sure I ’d be tongue-tied.” 
We ponderad this, sitting on the 
porch looking out on Lake Owas- 
co. At least he pondered, I sup­ 
pose! found myself thinking what 
a magnificent man this was. and 
what a lift talking to' film had giv­ 
en me.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Drake Route Improvement 
Benefits Most Of County 


The decision of the County Board of 
Supervisors to move ahead with the realign­ 
ment of Sir Francis Drake Highway in the 
Wood a ere area was indeed a welcome move. 
As has been recorded at various public 
meetings and in the press, some owners of 
land that will be purchased for a new Wood- 
acre by-pass route have been opposed to the 
project. But they are mostly reconciled now 
and it is to their credit that they did not 
pursue an obstructionist course. 
From the agricultural standpoint, the use 
of their land may be somewhat handicapped 
when bisected by a new highway, but in the 
long run the coming of the modern highway 
will add untold value to their land. 
Each time an improvement is made in the 
Sir Francis Drake route, everybody served by 
it profits. The improvements to date have 
brought the county seat and central Marin 
closer by several minutes to the western, 
coastal area of the county. Both areas profit. 
Central Marin folk can more quickly and 
easily motor to the scenic areas of the coastal 
area, to enjoy the beauty of the hills and 
seashore. 
Western Marin folk can more easily and 
more quickly drive “into town.'* And things 
are easier, too, for every body along the way. 


Further improvements will bring addi­ 
tional benefits. 
As has been reported in the I-J news 
columns, the newest improvement project 
involves between 2.5 and 5 miles of con­ 
struction to by-pass Woodacre. 
The estimated cost of $550,000 will be 
met mostly from federal funds available for 
improvement of certain farm - to - market 
routes approved by the state and federal 
governments. Sir Francis Drake Boulevard 
is one of these. 
Actual work is scheduled to begin next 
spring. Final completion is expected a year 
later, in the spring of 1957. 
While the project is a most welcome im­ 
provement, it still leaves untouched the two 
worst stretches of the Drake highway. The 
first of these is the steep grade over White's 
Hill between Fairfax and Woodacre. The 
second is the hazardbus right-angle turn at 
Olema where Sir Francis Drake intersects 
with State Route No. 1, the Shoreline high­ 
way. 
Let us hope that we do not have to wait 
until the Woodacre by-pass is completed in 
the spring of 
1957 
before our county 
officials get busy wdth efforts to bring about 
other needed improvements along the route.

Sfafe Fair Expected To Go In 


The Red Only $666,000 This Year 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — With 
California’s annual State Fair 
and 
Exposition 
now 
nearing 
conclusion, about the most that 
can be said for the extravaganza 
is that it’s a good show if a per­ 
son likes that kind of a show. 
The state fair, which this year 
is costing the taxpayers of Cali­ 
fornia only $666,146 or there­ 
abouts, is attempting to provide 
all types of entertainment- for 
all people. 
In the past, the fair was pri­ 
marily a dispay of agricultural 
products of California, as well 
as a gathering place where those 
who owned blooded horses could 
race. There still is a remnant of 
the old trotting and pacing horse 
races at this modernized state 
fair — thr^e 
races 
daily 
are 
scheduled in this category. 
Over the years, however, the 
trend had been to the thorough­ 
breds, and Sacramento is treated 
to nine days of racing with a 
corresponding rush to the pari­ 
mutuel machines through which 
thousands of dollars are poured 
during this period. 


LAST YEAR, 812,204 people

walked through the turnstiles to 
view the exposition and work in 
the 
grounds. The 
attendance 
figure given out by the fair pub­ 
licity department is not an ac­ 
curate figure of paying attend­ 
ance, in view of the fact that the 
gates count everybody, no matter 
whether they pay the gate fee 
or not. Thus, the paid attend­ 
ance, subtracting the number of 
workers who have passes, and 
those who get passes from other 
sources, is not as large as in­ 
dicated. Neither does the figure 
mean that 812,204 different peo­ 
ple visited the fair last year, as 
many attendants are counted 
several times for different day’s 
attendance. 
This year, the California State 
Fair and Exposition, expects to 
operate in the red to the extent 
of only $666,146, which is a much 
lower figure than some past 
years. The 
deficit, 
which, 
of 
course, is made up by the tax­ 
payers, many of whom never get 
to the fair at all, has reached as 
high as two million dollars a 
year. 


DESPITE THIS deficit, and the 
fact that the fair has been work­ 
ing in the read for many years, 
the drive is still on to move the 
grounds to a new site at a cost 
of some $30 million, eventually. 
The status now is that the site 
was purchased some years ago, 
and the State Departm ent' of 
Finance has funds granted by 
the last Legislature for “plans 
and specifications,” for the new 
fair grounds. 
However, the Legislature has 
been adament about appropriat­ 
ing funds for actual construction 
work on the new site, and if the 
actions of past sessions are any 
indication, there just won’t be a 
new fair grounds. However, one 
never knows when a Legislature 
will change its mind, and the 
state may come forth from some 
future 
session 
with 
enough 
money to get going on a better 
•pot.

1956, GOP Will Be Hard To Beat

WASHINGTON — Unless the 
clouds of the cold war grievously 
overhang the free world, the 
of the U.S. economy is going to 
control the state of U.S. politics 
In 1956. 
The issue of prosperity in all' 
its aspects—wages, profits, taxes, 
employment—will dominate next 
year’s national election, assum­ 
ing no totally unexpected factor 
intervenes. 
This is the nearly unanimous 
judgment 
off 
the 
professional 
politicians, Democratic and Re­ 
publican alike. 
It can have only one conse­ 
quence: Economics plays no fa­ 
vorite»—prosperity never fails to 
help the administration in of­ 
fice. 


THE NATION has never been 
so prosperous as it is today. If 
it keeps up for another year— 
and the signs are favorable—It 
would have these political effects. 
It would make the re-election 
of President Eisenhower, already 
considered nearly unbeatable if 
he runs, a virtual certainty. 
It would make the election of 
a Democratic President, if Mr. 
Eisenhower does not run, less of 
a certainly. (At this stage, at 
least, Adlai Stevenson, for ex­ 
ample, is given considerable odds 
against any probable Republic 
nominee other than the President 
himself.) 
It could help the Republicans 
regain control of Congress. But 
this result can by no means be 
taken for granted 
because so 
many local 
issues 
affect 
the 
Congressional campaigns. Two 
other factors also aid the Demo­ 
cratic 
Congressional prospects. 
One is the intrinsic strength of 
the Democratic party through­ 
out the country as demonstrated 
in both the 1952 and the 1954 
Congressional e l e c t ions. The 
other is the fact that the mathe­ 
matical advantages will be with 
the Democrats next year—there 
will be more doubtful Republican 
state contests next year than 
Democratic. 


THE SIGNIFICANT economic 
fact is that the 
economy has 
been continuously up for the past 
year. For a while it wasn’t gen­ 
erally noticed because so much 
attention was focused 
on 
the 
downturn of a year ago. In mid­ 
winter, for example, this column 
reported as follows: 
, 
“Nobody is yet leaking’ the 


biggest story in the United States. 
It isn’t classified and it’s staring 
us right in the face. The pessi­ 
mists may hesitate to admit ii 
and the optimists may fear they 
will not be believed. But there Is 
full evidence to support it and 
there is no use 
delaying the 
news: 
“The 1954 recession is over. 
“Every significant business in­ 
dicator is on ths rise and has 
been on the rise for months. Al 
several points the economy is 
beginning to set new records.” 


EVENTS ARE proving that 
this was a careful estimate. The 
economy Is continuing to set new 
records. 
Employment is at an all-time 
high—64,995,000 jobs. 
Unemployment is at the lowest 
rate it has been since 1950, 3 per 
cent of the total labor force. 
The gross national product is 
running at an all-time high, just 
a little under $385 billion — a 
gain of $25 billion over a year 
ago. 
Wages are at an all-time high, 
profits are up and personal dis­ 
posable income is running at an 
annual rate of $267 billion—$12 
billion over 1954. 
Total national income, now at 
an annual rate of $320 billion, is 
$20 billion better than last year. 
There are some dark spots in 
the nation’s agricultural economy 
and they should not be lightly 
passed over. Farm prices have 
been dropping while the prices 
which the farmer pays have been 
rising. Farm income has gone 
down 30 per cent In nine years 
but because the total farm popu­ 
lation has decreased 20 per cent, 
the individual farmer’s income 
has on the average dropped 6 
per cent. 


AT NEARLY every point the 
outlook is bright; so bright in 
fact that the administration is 
seeking to arrest a credit infla 
tion — over-extended 
business, 
consumer 
and 
home - building 
credit—which could be harmful. 
These are the economic factors 
which cause the politicians to 
agree almost unanimously in a 
poll taken by the "Congressional 
Quarterly” that the controlling 
issues in the 1956 Presidential 
election will be “employment” 
“taxes,” “government economy” 
which in reality combine into 
one issue; prosperity.

Auto Industry Speeds 
Work On Safety Features

NEW YORK UP — The ghast­ 
ly highway death toll over the 
Labor Day weekend is spurring 
the auto industry to stress new 
safety devices. 
Car makers can’t keep motor­ 
ists from 
running 
into 
each 
other, but industry spokesmen 
say the injuries can be cut by 
at least a third if safety devices 
on 1956 models are used. 


MEANWHILE 
Chrysler 
and 
Ford have each given Cornell 
University $200,000 for an auto­ 
motive crash research program. 
Using the highway as a labora­ 
tory, Cornell works with state 
medical societies, departments of 
public health, police and traffic 
enforcement agencies in North 
Carolina, 
Virginia, 
Maryland, 
Connecticut, Indiana, Minneso­ 
ta, Arizona, Vermont, Texas and 
the city of Minneapolis. 
Ford is crashing cars together 
deliberately at Dearborn, Mich., 
in a national safety forum and 
crash 
demonstration 
so 
that 
doctors and state police officials 
attending the two-day event can 
see what happens to the life-like 
dummies inside. 
Latest 
safety 
devices are being shown. 
Cornell’s studies show that 40 
per cent of all injured drivers 
are hurt on the steering assembly. 
Ford engineers are demonstrat­ 
ing a deep*center safety steering 
wheel which slowly gives way 
under crash impact, distributing 
the shock 
over 
the 
driver’s 
chest rather than let him be im­ 
paled on the steering column 
after the wheel collapses. 


I n d i a n a 
state 
police 
re­ 
search shows that a passenger’s 
chances erf escaping injury in an 
accident are twice as great if h i 
isn’t thrown from the car by a 
crash. Auto engineers are com­ 
ing out with new safety door 
latches which they say will keep 
doors from springing open under 
impact. 
Most of the new models will bi 
equipped 
with — or 
can 
be 
equipped with—seat belts, much 
like those with which airplane 
passengers have long been fa­ 
miliar. These belts will help keep 
occupants inside the vehicle. 
They also will cut down the 
chances 
of 
passengers 
being 
thrown against the instrument 
panel. Cornell research shows 
that 38 per cent of those injured 
in the front seat are hurt on the 
instrument panel. 


CRASH CUSHIONING for the 
instrument panel and sun visors 
are being demonstrated by Ford 
engineers, who claim the padding 
is five times more shock absor­ 
bent than sponge, and distributes 
the force of an impact over a 
wider area of the head or body. 


A final device being shown is 
a safety rear view mirror with a 
new backing which engineers 
say cuts the chance of glass fall­ 
ing out when shattered. 


With several million more cara 
expected to hit the highways 
next year, the number of crash­ 
es may rise even over last week­ 
end’s grim rate, but the industry 
hopes its new devices can at 
least cut the injury and death 
toa

JACKIE Seeks Marin Homes 
For Unfortunate S.F. Kids 


One hundred and one children in 
San Francisco are desperately in 
need of foster home placement, 
and most of these ‘children may 
be placed in Marin County homes. 
That was the report of JACKIE, 
the joint committee formed by San 
Francisco child-placing agencies to 
help find foster homes for the 
city’s unfortunate youngsters. The 
name JACKIE comes from the 
initials of the Joint Agency Com­ 
mittee for Kiddies—an Interde­ 
nominational Effort. 
It also represents each boy and 
girl who, through circumstances 
beyond his control, is deprived of 
the security of his home. 
FOUR AGENCIES 
Four agencies make up JACKIE. 
They are Homewood Terrace (Jew­ 
ish), Family and Children’s Agency 
(non-sectarian), 
Catholic 
Social 
Service and the Public Welfare De­ 
partment. 
Fifty-five of the children are 
Catholic and must be placed in 
Catholic homes in the Bay Area, 
JACKIE said. Ten others are Jew­ 
ish children and may be placed in 
Jewish homes of Marin. The re­ 
maining 36, predominantly non- 
Catholir. and non-Jewish, are un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the San 
Francisco Public Welfare Depart­ 
ment and may be placed in foster 
homes in other counties only if 
these are foster homes licensed by 
the local welfare departments. 
The children range in age from 
babies to teen-agers. For example, 
JACKIE said, there is at present 
1-year-old Johnnie, a Catholic boy 
with light complexion, big brown 
eyes and a lovable grin, who has 
never known a real home. 
'BAG ALL PACKED* 
“Johnnie has his little bag all 
packed and ready to go as soon 
as we find a Catholic family to 
take him,” JACKIE reported. 
There are certain qualifications 
for foster parents. They must be 
in good health, have adequate 
* housing (which means adequate, 
not elaborate), and have sufficient 
income so that the foster parents 
are not dependent upon the child’s 
board 
allowance. 
The 
foster 
mother is not allowed to work out­ 
side of the house. The child may 
share a bedroom with another 
child, but must have his own bed. 
x Faster parents receive a regular 
monthly sum for giving a home to 
a child. In addition, they receive 
added amounts for clothing, inci­ 
dentals and the child’3 allowance. 
The agencies also assume respon­ 
sibility for any medical or dental 
care and attempt to reimburse the 
foster parents for all “out-of- j 
pocket” expenses relating to the 
child.

Body Found 
In Strait 
Off Tiburon 
The body of a man tentatively 
identified as Harold Scott fTaser, 
about 60, of San Francisco, was 
found floating in Raccoon Strait 
off Tiburon and hauled ashore by 
firshermen about 8 a.m. today.

Marin's Sharing 


In Bay Area 
Business Boom 


Extent Of Income 
Has Surpassed 
Early Predictions 


The business boom in Marin 
is matching, if not exceeding, 
that in the rest of the Bay Area 
and all of California. 
Some merchants have said 
they can^t get enough mer­ 
chandise to supply the demand, 
or that it is delayed too long. 
Others, who can get merchan­ 
dise, are in a scramble to build 
up inventories. 
In all cases, in a spot chefk 
of businesses made by the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal this morning, all 
merchants had 
anticipated in­ 
creased business earlier this year 
and all had under-anticipated. 
AREA PROSPERITY 
While figures were not avail­ 
able “off the cuff” from Marin 
merchants today, San Francisco 
and State Chambers of Com­ 
merce have compiled numerous 
figures on the growth and pros­ 
perity of the Bay Area and the 
state in general. 
The Bay Area contains only 4.5 
per cent of the state’s land area, 
but accounts for 25 per cent of 
the population and retail trade, 27 
per cent of the effective buying 
income, 26 per cent of salaries and 
wages, 50 per cent of the water­ 
borne commerce, 40 per cent of 
the merchant wholesale trade and 
34 per cent of the bank deposits. 
While the J. C. Penney store in 
San Rafael has no inventory prob­ 
lem, 
manager 
Francis 
Fogarty 
said he has frequently had to re­ 
quest stock from other Penney 
stores. “We anticipated increased 
business early this year,” he ex­ 
plained, “but we’ve had a lot more 
business than we anticipated.” 
ISSUES WARNING 
But Fogarty issued a warning. 
“Parking is the big if,” he said. 
“It is the biggest problem facing 
any retail merchant in America 
today, and particularly in San 
Rafael, where there is no off- 
street 
parking. 
Other 
nearby 
towns 
have 
provided 
offstreet 
parking. San Rafael is going to 
have to do the same.” 
An unidentified Fourth street 
merchant has declared that if 
San Rafael does not get offstreet 
parking in the near future, or the 
problem is put off until 1957, he 
is going to move off Fourth street. 
“Business 
is 
considerably 
up 
over last year,” said Robert Batty, 
manager of Montgomery Ward & 
Co. in Rafael. “August was tre­ 
mendous,” he added. He said he 
had planned on an increase, but 
has still had to get stocks from 
other stores. 
BUILD UP INVENTORIES 
O. W. McCabe, manager of May­ 
er’s department store in Mill Val­ 
ley, said that store and many 
others were over cautious earlier 
this year, and as a result are 
making a drive to build up inven­ 
tories. 
“Wholesale salesmen are sur­ 
prised that Marin is having such 
a boom,” he continued. He said 
salesmen drop around to take 
orders, but are surprised to write 
up larger orders than they had 
expected. 
“I am growing ulcers trying to

factories,”

Kentfield Mother Saves 


Tiny Son From Drowning 


A Kentfield mother was credited 
in glowing terms today with sav­ 
ing her 20-month-old son from 
drowning in the backyard fish 
pool. 
The family doctor’s account of 
the incident stated tha\ if the 
mother hadn’t done exactly as she 
had, he probably wouldn’t have 
been able to help the child. 
The incident occurred late yes­ 
terday afternoon at the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Hossfeld, 
3 Pine court. Mrs.* Hossfeld and 
her son, Henry, and an older 
daughter were in the frontyard 
when the mother noticed that the 
boy had been missing for about 
five minutes. 
They’d had the fish pool in the 
backyard for about five years, Mrs. 
Hossfeld said, and she was fre­ 
quently concerned about it with 
the children playing in the yard. 
She immediately thought of the 
pool and ran to the backyard. 
There, she found the child float­ 
ing face down in the pool. She 


snatched him from the water, put 
him on the grass and started arti­ 
ficial respiration. 
At the same time, she shouted 
to her daughter to call the family 
doctor. Mrs. Hossfeld had been 
a first aid instructor in college 
during World War II. 
The doctor arrived a few min­ 
utes later and rushed the baby to 
Marin General Hospital, still un­ 
conscious. 
At the hospital, oxygen was ad­ 
ministered, along with submersion 
treatment, and in a short time the 
child responded to the treatment. 
'Today, the child was reported 
fine and playful, and apparently 
little the worse after his brush 
with death. 
If Mrs. Hossfeld had been hys­ 
terical or les3 stable or had less 
presence of mind, the child would 
probably not have been saved, 
according to the doctor’s report. 
He had little hope of saving the 
baby when he arrived at the Hoss­ 
feld home, he reported.

Larkspur Lays Bon Air 


Road Trouble to State 


Larkspur city fathers blame the 
state Lands Commission for plac­ 
ing Larkspur ‘lit an embarrassing 
position” in the city’s project to 
build Bon Air road from Magnolia 
avenue to Corte Madera Creek. 
Aside from the county’s reluc­ 
tance to build a bridge across the 
creek. Larkspur’s apparently big­ 
gest problem is what to do about 
residents of three arks along the 
creek at the spot where the bridge 
and road would cross. 
However, the council is moving 
forward on various tacks to ac­ 
complish its share of the project. 
At a 
meeting 
Wednesday, 
the 
councilmen instructed City Clerk 
Buss Lauterwasser to have Bon 
Air road designated as a street of 
major importance 
on 
the 
city 
maps, and request the state Divi­ 
sion of Highways to designate the 
street the same. 
This will allow Larkspur to use 
state gas funds for widening and 
paving the road. 
The state Land* Commission 
holds title to the property 
on 
which the arks ase located. Ark 
residents have built their hom cs 
on 10-year 
lease 
arrangements 
with the commission. 
Larkspur announced its inten­ 
tion to build the road, and more 
than a year ago requested the 
commission not 
to 
renew 
the 
leases on the three arks, so that 
the road and bridge could be built 
without legal entanglement#, ac­ 
cording to Mayor Orrin Gray. 
The commission gave assurance 
that the leases would not be re­ 
newed, Gray said. Then, he said, 
one of the leases was renewed this 
year for 10 years. 
Mrs. Edgar A. Delue, one of the 
ark residents, confirmed that she 
and her husband had gotten their 
lease renewed in January for 10 
years.

Grey said the city would prob­ 
ably have to negotiate with the 
residents to clear the way for the 
road and bridge, but no course of 
action has been planned. 
Meanwhile, Lauterwasser has ex­ 
plained that the presence of the 
arks also will be an obstruction to 
clearing, widening and straighten­ 
ing the creek to improve drainage 
and provide flood control. 
A flood control meeting has 
been tentatively set for Sept. 20, 
Lauterwasser said.

upward to $94,000. 
Lauterwasser said Larkspur had 
funds set aside several years ago 
for part of the expense of the 
road. The bridge is expected to 
oost some $45,000 or more. 
He said the present right-of-way 
is 30 feet wide, and that Roger 
Sohner of Sohner Tree Service, 
owner of most of the property 
along the 700 feet to the creek, 
has agreed to give the city enough 
property to widen the right-of- 
way to 80 feet, and to provide some 
of the expense of road building 
and paving.

California Supreme Court yester­ 
day issued alterna iive writs of 
mandate to force G)v. Goodwin J. 
Knight to order three special elec­ 
tions in Assembly districts where 
vacancies now exist. 
The writs amount to a “show 
cause” order asking the gover j t 
to explain on Nov. 1 in Sacramen­ 
to courtrooms why he has not 
called the elections. 
The writs were sought by Roger 
Kent of Kentfield, Northern Cali­ 
fornia Democrat chairman, who 
asked that special elections be 
held in the 25th District in San 
Mateo County, the 35th District 
in Tulare and Kings Counties and 
the 75th District in Orange Coun­ 
ty. 


535,000 VOTERS 
Kent, in his petition, claimed 
the citizens of the three districts 
were “being deprived of represen­ 
tation in the Assembly by refusal 
of the governor to act.” There is 
a total of 535,000 voters in the 
three districts. 
Knight 
announced 
previously 
that he would not call the special 
elections unless requested to do so 
by the boards of supervisors in the 
counties affected. 
“I am delighted,” Kent said to­ 
day, “that the Supreme Court sees 
the law as we did and ordered the 
governor to do his constitutional 
duty” 


MORAL FORCE 
The writs, however, serve only 
as a moral force because under 
the state Constitution’s doctrine of 
separation of powers, the court 
cannot force the executive branch 
of government to do anything.

Meter Controversy Dies 


Down A Bit In Mill Valley 


Mill Valiev’s parking meter con­ 
troversy passed unnoticed at this 
week’s city council meeting, and 
indications are that there will be 
no developments in the matter 
until some time in October. 
At issue is the proposal to in­ 
stall meters in the Locust shop­ 
ping district. Downtown Mill Val­ 
ley has had meters since 1950. 
Current status of the m atter is 
that the council, at its meeting 
Aug. 17, ordered a survey of the 
city's commercial parking areas. 
The survey is to be conducted on 
two Fridays and two Saturdays, 
those days being considered the 
heaviest as far as demand for 
parking 
spaces 
is 
concerned. 
Council action on the meter in­ 
stallation proposal will be de­ 
ferred until results of the sur­ 
vey are available. 
Mayor Gordon Strawbridge ad­ 
vises that programs for establish­ 
ing uniform parking limits, post­ 
ing signs stating the limits and 
marking off parking places on 
Miller avenue in the Locust dis­ 
trict are underway. 
The survey would accomplish 
very little if made before these 
programs are completed, he said. 
His estimate of their completion 
is some time the first part of 
October, which would mean no 
action on the meters until at least 
mid-October. 
Strawbridge told the Indepen- 
dent-Journal yesterday that a ma­ 
jority of the council will allow 
installation of meters in the Lo­ 
cust area only if the survey shows 
“that a parking problem exists 
in the area, and that meters are 
needed to alleviate it.” They will 
not be installed, he said, merely 
to provide revenue, nor just be­ 
cause they have been installed 
elsewhere. 
Proponents of Locust metering 
have argued that meters should 
be installed in both business dis­ 
tricts, or should not be used in 
either. 
In reply to a question, Mayor 
Strawbridge said that should the 


survey show that no parking prob­ 
lem exists in either district, the 
meters should “theoretically” be 
removed from the Lytton Square 
area. However, he pointed out, 
revenue from these meters * has 
already been committed to the 
parking district, to be used for 
bond amortization, and this ob­ 
ligation will continue over a pe­ 
riod of some years.

“ T ie Communists have in re­ 
cent months seemed, on the sur­ 
face at least, to desire a lessen­ 
ing of world tensions,” he said.

It is 
not now possible to tell w ith cer­ 
tainty, and it probably w ill not 
be possible for a long time to 
come.”

Credit Demand 


W A SH IN G T O N (JP) — The Fed­

Reserve Board,

head off possible inflation, has 
clamped the lid down tighter on 
the rapidly swelling demand for 
credit. 
Its success—or lack or success— 
in preventing inflation may have 
much to do with whether you get 
a tax cut next year. 
The 
board approved, effective 
today, a move by six additional re- | 
serve banks to boost their discount : 
rate from 2 to 2V* per cent. That 
is the rate at which they lend 
money 
to 
member 
commercial 
banks, which in turn lend to busi­ 
nessmen and others. 
The action was taken by the re­ 
serve banks of New York, R ich ­ 
mond, Chicago, Kansas City, D al­ 
las and San Francisco. It made 
the 214 per cent rate effective in 
10 of the 12 reserve district. O nly ; 
the Boston and M inneapolis re­ 
serve banks are still lending at 2 
per cent. 
If the threat of inflation has ! 
been beaten back by early next 
year, 
the 
adm inistration 
would 
find it much easier to recommend 
a tax cut. A tax cut itself tends to 
be inflationary, because it frees 
more money for spending. 
The 214 per cent lending rate of 
the reserve banks is the highest 
level in 20 years, and is considered 
definitely a “ restrictive” lending 
rate. A little more than a month 
ago, it was only 1% per cent. 
A higher rate makes it more ex­ 
pensive 
for member commercial 
banks to borrow from the reserve 
system to expand their own busi­ 
ness, 
consumer 
and 
personal 
loans. This results in loans becom­ 
ing harder to get, or more expen­ 
sive, at your bank.

(Bud) Castner of Sonoma, and 
General Manager James Adam re­ 
cently went to New York in an 
effort to have the rates on the 
bridge’s insurance reduced. After 
a presentation, which included a 
report on the soundness of the 
bridge and its foundation even in 
high wind or earthquake, the rate 
was reduced approximately 10 per 
cent and the coverage was in­ 
creased in several respects includ­ 
ing sabotage.

Business Boom 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — The 
nine-county Bay Area is booming 
and is expected to boom even more 
in years to come. 
A special economic report issued 
by the San Francisco and State 
Chambers of Commerce yesterday 
show the area has mushroomed in 
almost all phases of business, in­ 
dustry, finance 
and popula\ion 
from 1950 through 1954. 
Newcomers have been moving in 
at a rate of 8.200 a month and the 
report says 500,000 more are ex­ 
pected in the next five years. 
Here’s how the rise brfeaks down: 
Trade—Bay Area accounts for 25 
per cent of state’s retail trade, 27 
per cent of effective buying in­ 
come, half of waterborne com­ 
merce, 40 per cent of merchant 
wholesale sales and 34 per cent 
of bank deposits in state. 
Business growth—2,445 new busi­ 
nesses or major expansion worth 
more than 800 million dollars were 
started in the nine-county area 
plus Sacramento, San Joaquin and 
Yolo Counties. 
Buying power—Up 33 per cent, 
causing a rise of 29 per cent in 
retail trade and 12 per cent of 
wholesale trade. Net buying in­ 
come of Bay Area is more than 
$6,300,000,000. 
Employment—Total up 11.6 per 
cent to 1,011,625, not including 
Solano, Sonoma and Napa Coun­ 
ties. Industrial employment up 20.2 
per cent to average of 210,983.

'Marty7 Roles 


HOLLYWOOD (U.R) — E r n e s t 
Borgnine, who switched success­ 
fully from a sadistic sergeant in 
“From Here to Eternity” to the 
shy, likeable butcher in “Marty,” 
apparently is going to continue to 
be a good guy for a while. 


He’s afraid it may be only an 
armistice, and he really can’t be 
blamed for his fear. 
In addition 
to the sergeant role he also was 
a villain in “Bad Day at Black 
Rock,” establishing himself as one 
of the meanest and dirtiest in 
films. 


Then came “Marty.” 
And now 
it’s almost a combination of the 
two but with the “good guy” ele­ 
ment much more dominant.

VILLAINS DRAW INTEREST 
Of course this possibility doesn’t 
terrify him, because he considers 
himself essentially a character ac­ 
tor, and the best parts for same 
are usually villains, he said.

Even in a year which has seen 
several good westerns, “Man From 
Laramie,” starring James Stewart, 
is an outstanding combination of 
breathless 
scenery, 
well - paced 
script and better than average act­ 
ing. 
It has been said th at the dif­ 
ference between the ordinary oater 
and a “big” western lies in the 
freshness of the story, in the em­ 
phasis on characterization. “Man 
From Laramie,” which opens Sun­ 
day at the Rafael theater in cine­ 
mascope and color, has these. 
Stewart, who finishes in a dead 
heat with the camera for honors, 
plays an Army captain on a lethal 
search for the men who sold re­ 
peating rifles to the Apaches and 
thus enabled the redskins to mas­ 
sacre a Cavalry troop of which 
his younger brother was a member. 


CHARACTERS 
The screenplay places such em­ 
phasis on developing the charac­ 
terizations th at this old problem 
becomes absorbing. On his hunt, 
Stewart meets: Donald Crisp, a 
rugged old ranch king, growing 
blind; his psychotic son, Alex Ni- 
chol; an ambitious foreman, Ar­ 
thur Kennedy; Cathy O’Donnell, 
the girl who wants to escape the 
influence of the ranch, and Aline 
McMahon (too long absent from 
the screen) as a tough woman 


rancher who has long resisted 
Crisp’s empire-building. 


INDIANS, TOO 
Rough and tumble action is neat­ 
ly woven into the story before 
Stewart lets the Indians exact the 
vengeance th at he himself had 
been unable to mete out after 
catching his man. Kennedy and 
Crisp battle at the edge of a cliff. 
Nicol fires a bullet at close range 
through Stewart’s captive hand. 
Stewart and Nicol battle, and then 
Jimmy takes on Kennedy in a 
corral full of frightened cattle. 
One shocker sequence is Stewart’s 
first meeting with Nicol. The lat­ 
ter, holding him captive, wantonly 
kills his mule teams and burns the 
wagons he used to get to New 
Mexico from Wyoming with his 
aide, Wallace Ford. 
IN SHORT, this is a slam- 
bang picture done in edge-of- 
seat 
style; 
Stewart 
performs 
with the easy assurance that« 
has you rooting for him from 
start to finish . . . It also will 
be shown starting next Sunday 
at the Sequoia Theater.

BUENOS AIRES (JP)—An Army 
general accused with four other 
high ranking officers of plotting 
a rebellion against President Juan 
Peron was reported under arrest 
today.

Gen. Delmiro Felix Videla Bala- 
guer, head of the Rio Cuarto gar­ 
rison, was being held at the 3rd 
Motorized Regiment headquarters 
on the outskirts of Buenos Aires. 
These informants said it was 
likely Balaguer’s associates in the 
first reported military plot since 
the abortive June 16 revolt were 
also under arrest in garrisons near 
the capital. 
There were nc> official announce­ 
ments about the five Army officers. 
Argentines learea of the accusa­ 
tions against them yesterday when 
La Epoca, a Peronista newspaper, 
published on its inside pages an 
order for them to appear for a 
hearing on conspiracy charges. 
The publication seemed to con­ 
firm reports of unrest at the garri­ 
son in the rich cattle and grain 
country of central Argentina 350 
miles west of Buenos Aires. 
Maj. Gen. Jose Epifanio Sosa 
Molina, newly named commander 
of the 2nd Army Division, which 
includes the Rio Cuarto garrison, 
signed the Epoca notice. It was 
dated Wednesday and warned the 
five officers if they did not appear 
before him within three days they 
faced the “penalty of being de­ 
clared rebels.” 
It was the fourth reported con­ 
spiracy against Peron this year. 
In Congress, a member of the 
opposition Radical party, Mauric- 
io Yadarola, declared that Gen.

He was so gay and lively and 
wise that I kept hopefully pester­ 
ing 84-year-old Samuel Hopkins 
Adams with questions, the answers 
to which I was somewhat wistfully 
convinced would give me at last 
the key to how to live. 
Finally he grew a little impa­ 
tient. “You're trying to make me 
talk like a philosopher and I'm 
not one,” he complained. 
Although he snorts when you 
say it in front of him, Mr. Adams 
is the current wonder of the liter­ 
ary world, for his “Grandfather 
Stories” is a best-seller on its own 
and a book club choice besides. 
In addition, he is at work on 
three other books which he is de­ 
termined to live long enough to 
finish. His memory is prodigious, 
his mind and voice are vigorous, 
his eyes clear and blue, his skin 
healthily tanned. Also he is the 
best listener I’ve met in years — 
concerned, interested, tolerant. 
We’d been talking for an hour 
on the porch of the house by the 
lake in upstate New York which 
Mr. Adams’ fattier built mostly 
with his own hands. I had a 
breathless sense of hurry, for I 
know that in a little while eight 
or 10 people would be dropping in 
for tea tand talk about every­ 
thing from atoms to modern art 
and that at 7 Mr. Adams and his 
houseguests — including me — were 
invited to dinner at another home 
on the lake. Next morning would 
be the author’s work time—four 
hours is the stint he sets himself, 
More houseguests, including two 
authors, an actress and a televi­ 
sion executive would be arriving; 
there wrould be another eager, in­ 
terested gathering on the porch in 
the afternoon, and a dinner in Mr. 
Adams’ honor somewhere else, un­ 
less it turned out to be a night 
when he was entertaining 18 or 20 
persons at one of May’s famous 
southern banquets of fried chick­ 
en, com pudding and charlotte 
russe. May is the cook who has 


been with him for years and she 
and her husband and daughter go 
south with him in the winter. 
Luckily, they all like company, for 
wherever 
Mr. Adams is, friends 
are constantly coming and going, 
many a«*young as 19 and 20. 
“Philosopher or not, you surely 
know what has been important to 
you in the years you’ve been writ­ 
ing 40 or more successful books,’’ 
I persisted. 
The writer finally named work 
and to love and be loved as, for 
him, the vital essentials of living. 
He added that the secret of keep­ 
ing interested and alert is always 
to have something planned ahead 
—an exciting enterprise to look 
forward to. He spoke of two friends 
he especially admires because they 
seem always to be helping oth­ 
ers constructively. He hasn’t much 
opinion of the leaners of the 
world, but he thinks there are 
more of them than of those who 
go ahead on their own. 
“You can’t substitute your own 
strength for another’s weakness, 
though the strong are always try­ 
ing to do it,” he said thoughtfully. 
In his time, author Adams has 
known many of the great and 
near-great..He told of the scientist 
Marconi, 
diffident and tongue- 
tied in strange company, drifting 
to the piano and playing Chopin 
and Bach for hours; of the late 
Elihu Root, statesman, interrupt­ 
ing a board meeting to talk of 
interstellar space. 
Then Samuel Hopkins Adams 
asked me quite seriously: “Don’t 
you ever get self-conscious when 
you meet important people? I do! 
What would you say to Churchill 
if you suddenly met him? I’m 
sure I’d be tongue-tied.” 
We pondered this, sitting on the 
porch looking out on Lake Owas- 
co. At least he pondered, I sup­ 
pose! found myself thinking what 
a magnificent man this was, and 
what a lift talking to nim had giv­ 
en me.

In fact, it 
was easy as pie for this woman 
who in Germany was known as 
Ruth, Baroness Von Fresin, who 
sang with the Berlin State Opera 
and Neisse Opera Company, play­ 
ing the title role in “Carmen,” 
and leads in “Cavalieria Rusti- 
cana,” “Cosi Fan Tutte” and “The 
Merry Widow.” 
Ruth became a baroness by her 
first marriage. Her 15-year-old 
son, Claudio, still stands to in­ 
herit a title and lands located in 
Koeningsburg, in what is now Rus­ 
sian territory. 
The Van Keurans’ next destina­ 
tion is Furstenfeldbruck, the larg­ 
est Air Force base in Germany, lo­ 
cated in the Bavarian Alps—“A 
beautiful setting!”

With the 
help of the Red Cross her mother 
was found later living in Bavaria. 


Shortly after arriving in Wies­ 
baden, news that her father had 
been killed early in 1945 while 
fighting in Russia was brought to 
Ruth. He had died somewhere be­ 
tween Moscow and Leningrad. His 
whole interest had been the direct­ 
ing of church and opera music in 
Niesse. 
Niesse, 
which 
escaped 
bombs of World War II, is known 
for its war academy and wrartime 
meetings. Such famous people as 
Frederick the Great, Queen Louise 
of Prussia and Napoleon have held 
meetings in Niesse, and it was 
also the scene of Adolph Hitler’s 
last cabinet meeting. 


It was in March, 1945, that Ruth 
met John Van Keuran. “We were 
married in December, 1951, in a 
candlelit American church by the 
local burgermeister (mayor),” Mrs. 
Van Keuran reminisced. 


Mrs. Van Keuran has applied for 
her United States citizenship, and 
will take the necessary examina­ 
tions before they leave.

Drake Route Improvement 
Benefits Most Of County 


T he decision of the County Board of 
Supervisors to movie ahead with the realign­ 
ment of Sir Francis Drake Highway in the 
Woodacre area v.as indeed a welcome move. 
As has been recorded at various public 
meetings and in the press, some owners of 
land that will be purchased for a new Wood­ 
acre by-pass route have been opposed to the 
project. But they are mostly reconciled now 
and it is to their credit that they did not 
pursue an obstructionist course. 
From the agricultural standpoint, the use 
of their land may be somewhat handicapped 
when bisected by a new' highway, but in the 
long run the coming of the modern highway 
w’ill add untold value to their land. 
Each time an improvement is made in the 
Sir Francis Drake route, everybody served by 
it profits. T h e improvements to date have 
brought the county seat and central Marin 
closer by several minutes to the western, 
coastal area of the county. Both areas profit. 
Central Marin folk can more quickly and 
easily motor to the scenic areas of the coastal 
area, to enjoy the beauty of the hills and 
seashore. 
Western Marin folk can more easily and 
more quickly drive “ into town.” And things 
are easier, too, for everybody along the way. 


Further improvements will bring addi­ 
tional benefits. 
As has been reported in the I-J news 
columns, the newest improvement project 
involves between 2.5 and 5 miles of con­ 
struction to by-pass Woodacre. 
The estimated cost of $350,000 will be 
met mostly from federal funds available for 
improvement of certain 
farm -to - market 
routes approved by the state and federal 
governments. Sir Francis Drake Boulevard 
is one of these. 
Actual work is scheduled to begin next 
spring. Final completion is expected a year 
later, in the spring of 1957. 
While the project is a most welcome im­ 
provement, it still leaves untouched the two 
worst stretches of the Drake highway. The 
first of these is the steep grade over White’s 
Hill between Fairfax and Woodacre. The 
second is the hazardbus right-angle turn at 
Olema where Sir Francis Drake intersects 
with State Route No. 1, the Shoreline high­ 
way. 
Let us hope that we do not have to wait 
until the Woodacre by-pass is completed in 
the 
spring 
of 
1957 
before 
our 
county 
officials get busy with efforts to bring about 
other needed improvements along the route.

Sfafe Fair Expected To Go In 


The Red Only 
$This Year 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — With 
California’s annual State Fair 
and 
Exposition 
now 
nearing 
conclusion, about the most that 
can be said for the extravaganza 
is that it’s a good show’ if a per­ 
son likes that kind of a show. 
The state fair, which this year 
is costing the taxpayers of Cali­ 
fornia only $666.146 
or 
there­ 
abouts, is attempting to provide 
all types of entertainment- for 
all people. 
In the past, the fair was pri­ 
marily a dispay of agricultural 
products of California, as well 
as a gathering place where those 
who owned blooded horses could 
race. There still is a remnant of 
the old trotting and pacing horse 
races at this modernized state 
fair — thr^e 
races 
daily 
are 
scheduled in this category. 
Over the years, however, the 
trend had been to the thorough­ 
breds, and Sacramento is treated 
to nine days of racing with a 
corresponding rush to the pari­ 
mutuel machines through which 
thousands of dollars are poured 
during this period. 


LAST YEAR, 812,204 people

walked through the turnstiles to 
view the exposition and work in 
the 
grounds. 
The 
attendance 
figure given out by the fair pub­ 
licity department is not an ac­ 
curate figure of paying attend­ 
ance, in view of the fact that the 
gates count everybody, no matter 
whether they pay the gate fee 
or not. Thus, the paid attend­ 
ance, subtracting the number of 
workers who have passes, and 
those who get passes from other 
sources, is not as large as in­ 
dicated. Neither does the figure 
mean that 812,204 different peo­ 
ple visited the fair last year, as 
many attendants 
are 
counted 
several times for different day’s 
attendance. 
This year, the California State 
Fair and Exposition, expects to 
operate in the red to the extent 
of only $666,146, which is a much 
lower 
figure than 
some 
past 
years. The 
deficit, 
which, 
of 
course, is made up by the tax­ 
payers, many of whom never get 
to the fair at all, has reached as 
high as two million dollars a 
year. 


DESPITE THIS deficit, and the 
fact that the fair has been work­ 
ing in the read for many years, 
the drive is still on to move the 
grounds to a new’ site at a cost 
of some $30 million, eventually. 
The status now is that the site 
was purchased some years ago, 
and the State Department of 
Finance has funds granted by 
the last Legislature for 
“plans 
and specifications,” for the new- 
fair grounds. 
However, the Legislature has 
been adament about appropriat­ 
ing funds for actual construction 
work on the new site, and if the 
actions of past sessions are any 
indication, there just won’t be a 
new fair grounds. However, one 
never knows when a Legislature 
w’ill change its mind, and thè 
state may come forth from some 
future 
session 
with 
enough 
money to get going on a better 
spot.

WASHINGTON — Unless the 
clouds of the cold war grievously 
overhang the 
free 
world, 
the 
of the U.S. economy is going to 
control the state of U.S. politics 
in 1956. 
The issue of prosperity in all 
its aspects—wages, profits, taxes, 
employment—will dominate next 
year's national election, assum­ 
ing no totally unexpected factor 
intervenes. 
This is the nearly unanimous 
judgment 
of 
the 
professional 
politicians. Democratic and Re­ 
publican alike. 
It can have only one conse­ 
quence: Economics plays no fa­ 
vorites—prosperity never fails to 
help the administration in of­ 
fice. 


THE NATION has never been 
so prosperous as it is today. If 
it keeps up for another year— 
and the signs are favorable—it 
would have these political effects. 
It w’ould make the re-election 
of President Eisenhower, already 
considered nearly unbeatable if 
he runs, a virtual certainty. 
It would make the election of 
a Democratic President, if Mr. 
Eisenhower does not run, less of 
a certainly. (At this stage, at 
least, Adlai Stevenson, for ex­ 
ample, is given considerable odds 
against any probable Republic 
nominee other than the President 
himself.) 
It could help the Republicans 
regain control of Congress. But 
this result can by no means be 
taken for granted 
because 
so 
many local 
issues 
affect 
the 
Congressional campaigns. Two 
other factors also aid the Demo­ 
cratic 
Congressional 
prospects. 
One is the intrinsic strength of 
the Democratic party through­ 
out the country as demonstrated 
in both the 1952 and the 1954 
Congressional 
e l e c t ions. 
The 
other is the fact that the mathe­ 
matical advantages will be with 
the Democrats next year—there 
will be more doubtful Republican 
state contests next year than 
Democratic. 


THE SIGNIFICANT economic 
fact is that the 
economy 
has 
been continuously up for the past 
year. For a while it wasn’t gen­ 
erally noticed because so much 
attention was focused 
on 
the 
downturn of a year ago. In mid­ 
winter, for example, this column 
reported as follows: 
"Nobody is yet ‘leaking’ the 


biggest story in the United State*. 
It isn’t classified and it’s staring 
us right in the face. The pessi­ 
mists may hesitate to admit it 
and the optimists may fear they 
will not be believed. But there i* 
full evidence to support it and 
there is no 
use 
delaying 
the 
news: 
"The 1954 recession is over. 
"Every significant business in* 
dicator is on ths rise and ha* 
been on the rise for months. At 
several points the economy 1« 
beginning to set new records.” 


EVENTS ARE proving that 
this was a careful estimate. The 
economy is continuing to set new 
records. 
Employment is at an all-time 
high—64,995,000 jobs. 
Unemployment is at the lowest 
rate it has been since 1950, 3 per 
cent of the total labor force. 
The gross national product is 
running at an all-time high, just 
a little under $385 billion — a 
gain of $25 billion over a year 
ago. 
Wages are at an all-time high, 
profits are up and personal dis­ 
posable income is running at an 
annual rate of $267 billion—$13 
billion over 1954. 
Total national income, now at 
an annual rate of $320 billion, ia 
$20 billion better than last year. 
There are some dark spots in 
the nation's agricultural economy 
and they should not be lightly 
passed over. Farm prices have 
been dropping while the prices 
which the farmer pays have been 
rising. Farm income has gone 
down 30 per cent In nine year* 
but because the total farm popu­ 
lation has decreased 20 per cent, 
the individual farmer’s income 
has on the average dropped 9 
per cent 


AT NEARLY every point the 
outlook is bright; so bright in 
fact that the administration if 
seeking to arrest a credit infla-* 
tion — over-extended 
business, 
consumer 
and 
home - building 
credit—which could be harmful. 
These are the economic factors 
which cause the politicians to 
agree almost unanimously in % 
poll taken by the "Congressional 
Quarterly” that the controlling 
issues in the 1956 Presidential 
election will be "employment.”

Work On Safety Features

NEW YORK OP) — The ghast­ 
ly highway death toll over the 
Labor Day weekend is spurring 
the auto industry to stress new 
safety devices. 
Car makers can’t keep motor­ 
ists from 
running 
into 
each 
other, but industry spokesmen 
say the injuries can be cut by 
at least a third if safety devices 
on 1956 models are used. 


MEANWHILE 
Chrysler 
and 
Ford have each given Cornell 
University $200.000 for an auto­ 
motive crash research program. 
Using the highway as a labora­ 
tory, Cornell works with state 
medical societies, departments of 
public health, police and traffic 
enforcement agencies in North 
Carolina, 
Virginia, 
Maryland, 
Connecticut, Indiana, Minneso­ 
ta, Arizona, Vermont, Texas and 
the city of Minneapolis. 
Ford is crashing cars together 
deliberately at Dearborn, Mich., 
in a national safety forum and 
crash 
demonstration 
so 
that 
doctors and state police officials 
attending the two-day event can 
see what happens to the life-like 
dummies inside. 
Latest 
safety 
devices are being shown. 
Cornell’s studies show that 40 
per cent of all injured drivers 
are hurt on the steering assembly. 
Ford engineers are demonstrat­ 
ing a deep^center safety steering 
wheel which slowly gives way 
under crash impact, distributing 
the shock 
over 
the 
driver’s 
chest rather than let him be im­ 
paled on the steering column 
after the wheel collapses. 


I n d i a n a 
state 
police 
re­ 
search shows that a passenger * 
chances of escaping injury in an 
accident are twice as great if he 
isn’t thrown from the car by a 
crash. Auto engineers are com­ 
ing out with new 
safety door 
latches which they say will keep 
doors from springing open under 
impact. 
Most of the new models will be 
equipped 
with — or 
can 
be 
equipped with—seat belts, much 
like those with which airplane 
passengers have long been fa­ 
miliar. These belts wrill help keep 
occupants inside the vehicle. 
They also will cut down the 
chances 
of 
passengers 
being 
thrown against the instrument 
panel. Cornell research shows 
that 38 per cent of those injured 
in the front seat are hurt on the 
instrument panel. 


CRASH CUSHIONING for the 
instrument panel and sun visors 
are being demonstrated by Ford 
engineers, who claim the padding 
is five times more shock absor­ 
bent than sponge, and distributes 
the force of an impact over a 
wider area of the head or body. 


A final device being shown is 
a safety rear view mirror with a 
new backing which engineers 
say cuts the chance of glass fall­ 
ing out when shattered. 


With several million more cars 
expected to hit the 
highway» 
next year, the number of crash­ 
es may rise even over last week­ 
end’s grim rate, but the industry 
hopes Its new devices can at 
least cut the injury and death 
toll.

JACKIE Seeks Marin Homes 
For Unfortunate S.F. Kids 


WORK AVAILABLE 


One hundred and one children in 
San Francisco are desperately in 
need of foster home placement, 
and most of these ‘children may 
be placed in Marin County homes. 
That was the report of JACKIE, 
the joint committee formed by San 
Francisco child-placing agencies to 
help find foster homes for the 
city's unfortunate youngsters. The 
name JACKIE comes from the 
initials of the Joint Agency Com­ 
mittee for Kiddies—an Interde­ 
nominational Effort. 
It also represents each boy and 
girl who, through circumstances 
beyond his control, is deprived of 
the security of his home. 
FOUR AGENCIES 
Four agencies make up JACKIE. 
They are Homewood Terrace (Jew­ 
ish), Family and Children’s Agency 
(non-sectarian). 
Catholic 
Social 
Service and the Public Welfare De­ 
partment. 
Fifty-five of the children are 
Catholic and must be placed in 
Catholic homes in the Bay Area, 
JACKIE said. Ten others are Jew­ 
ish children and may be placed in 
Jewish homes of Marin. The re­ 
maining 36, predominantly non- 
Catholic and non-Jewish, are un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the San 
Francisco Public Welfare Depart­ 
ment and may be placed in foster 
homes in other counties only if 
these are foster homes licensed by 
the local welfare departments. 
The children range in age from 
babies to teen-agers. For example, 
JACKIE said, there is at present 
1-year-old Johnnie, a Catholic boy 
with light complexion, big brown 
eyes and a lovable grin, who has 
never known a real home. 
‘BAG ALL PACKED’ 
“Johnnie has his little bag all 
packed and ready to go as soon 
as we find a Catholic family to 
take him,” JACKIE reported. 
There are certain qualifications 
for foster parents. They must be 
in good health, have 
adequate 
housing vwhich means adequate, 
not elaborate), and have sufficient 
income so that the foster parents 
are not dependent upon the child’s 
board 
allowance. 
The 
foster 
mother is not allowed to work out­ 
side of the house. The child may 
share a bedroom with another 
child, but must have his own bed. 
Foster parents receive a regular 
monthly sum for giving a home to 
a child. In addition, they receive 
added amounts for clothing, inci­ 
dentals and the child’s allowance. 
The agencies also assume respon­ 
sibility for any medical or dental 
care and attempt to reimburse the 
foster 
parents 
for 
all 
“out-of- 
pocket” expenses relating to the 
child. 
Prospective foster parents should 


remember that these children are 
not delinquents. They are children 
who for a variety of reasons can 
not remain in their own homes. 
These reasons vary widely, from 
lengthly parental illness to deser­ 
tion or many other reasons. The 
children are not being placed for 


adoption, merely to provide them 
with a temporary family environ­ 
ment. 
If there are Marin families who 
want more information on little 
Johnnie or any of the other hun­ 
dred children available, they may 
contact JACKIE in San Francisco.

Road Trouble to State 


SAN FRANCISCO (U.R) — The 
California Supreme Court yester­ 
day issued alternative writs of 
mandate to force Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight to order three special elec­ 
tions in Assembly districts where 
vacancies now exist. 
The writs amount to a “show 
cause’* order asking the gover jr 
to explain on Nov. 1 in Sacramen­ 
to courtrooms why he has not 
called the elections. 
The writs were sought by Roger 
Kent of Kentfield, Northern Cali­ 
fornia Democrat chairman, who 
asked that special elections be 
held in the 25th District in San 
Mateo County, the 35th District 
in Tulare and Kings Counties and 
the 75th District in Orange Coun­ 
ty. 


535,000 VOTERS 
Kent, in his petition, claimed 
the citizens of the three districts 
were “being deprived of represen­ 
tation in the Assembly by refusal 
of the governor to act.” There is 
a total of 535,000 voters in the 
three districts. 
Knight 
announced 
previously 
that he would not call the special 
elections unless requested to do so 
by the boards of supervisors in the 
counties affected. 
“I am delighted,” Kent said to­ 
day, “that the Supreme Court sees 
the law as we did and ordered the 
governor to do his constitutional 
duty.”

Meter Controversy Dies 


Down A Bit In Mill Valley 


Larkspur city fathers blame the 
state Lands Commission for plac­ 
ing Larkspur “in an embarrassing 
position” in the city’s project to 
build Bon Air road from Magnolia 
avenue to Corte Madera Creek. 
Aside from the county’s reluc­ 
tance to build a bridge across the 
creek, Larkspur’s apparently big­ 
gest problem is what to do about 
residents of three arks along the 
creek at the spot where the bridge 
and road would cross. 
However, the council is moving 
forward on various tacks to ac­ 
complish its share of the project. 
At a meeting Wednesday, the 
councilmen instructed City Clerk 
Russ Lauterwasser to have Bon 
Air road designated as a street of 
major importance 
on the 
city 
maps, and request the state Divi­ 
sion of Highways to designate the 
street the same. 
This will allow Larkspur to use 
state gas funds for widening and 
paving the road. 
The state Lands Oommisskm 
holds title to the property on 
which the art» are located. Ark 
residents have built their homes 
on 10-year 
lease 
arrangements 
with the commission. 
Larkspur announced its inten­ 
tion to build the road, and more 
than a year ago requested the 
commission not 
to 
renew 
the 
leases on the three arks, so that 
the road and bridge could be built 
without legal entanglements, ac­ 
cording to Mayor Orrin Gray. 
The commission gave assurance 
that the leases would not be re­ 
newed, Gray said. Then, he said, 
one of the leases was renewed this 
year for 10 years. 
Mrs. Edgar A. Delue, one of the 
ark residents, confirmed that she 
and her husband had gotten their 
lease renewed in January for 10 
years.

Birds entered by Paul Bigley 
of Corte Madera took the first 
two places in the season’s first 
race of the Tamalpaia Homing 
Pigeon Club. 
The race, over a 100-mile dis­ 
tance from Colfax to Marin Coun­ 
ty, was held Sunday. 
Among junior members of the 
club, ranging in age from IS to 
16, and participating in club raws 
for the first time, Buzz Wensloff 
of Mill Valley placed the first 
bird. 
A 
bird 
entered 
by

Cleaveland brothers, James, 15, 
and John, IS, of Mill Valley, 
placed second. 
Bigley’s 
birds 
averaged 
1104 
yards per minute, with just a 
fraction of a yard between them. 
In third plaoe among the men’s 
entries was a bird entered by Bob 
Brockman of Mill Valley, with an 
average of more than 1,103 yards 
per minute. 
Among the younger bird train­ 
ers, Wensloffs bird averaged 1,000 
and the Cleavel&nds’ bird 994 
yards per minute. 
Next race will be held next 
Sunday, with birds released at 
Reno, Nev. 


Two other arks at the spot are 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
G. Bourdon and Mrs. Katherine 
F. Feustermacher. 
Grey said the city would prob­ 
ably have to negotiate with the 
residents to clear the way for the 
road and bridge, but no course of 
action has been planned. 
Meanwhile, Lauterwasser has ex­ 
plained that the presence of the 
arks also will be an obstruction to 
clearing, widening and straighten­ 
ing the creek to improve drainage 
and provide flood control. 
A flood control meeting has 
been tentatively set for Sept. 20, 
Lauterwasser said. 
A public hearing on the Bon Air 
road crossing has been set for Oct. 
18 by Marin Board of Supervisors, 
and is expected to revolve around 
whether the crossing at Bon Air 
road would be more suitable than 
a crossing directly from Wolfe 
Grade drive to Magnolia avenue. 
A proposal wae recently made by 
San Rafael Chamber of Commerce 
that the rood cross the marsh at 
Wolfe Grade drive. 
Larkspur City Engineer John 
Oglesby estimated the Bon Air 
road crossing cost more than three 
years ago at about $82,000, and 
more recently revised the figure 
upward to $94,000. 
Lauterwasser said Larkspur had 
funds set aside several years ago 
for part of the expense of the 
road. The bridge is expected to 
cost some $45,000 or more. 
He said the present right-of-way 
k 30 feet wide, and that Roger 
Sohner of Sohner Tree Service 
owner of most of the property 
along the 700 feet to the creek 
has agreed to give the city enough 
property to widen the right-of- 
way to 80 feet, and to provide some 
of the expense of road building 
and paving. 


MORAL FORCE

Mill Valley’s parking meter con­ 
troversy passed unnoticed at this 
week’s city council meeting, and 
indications are that there will be 
no developments in the matter 
until some time in October. 
At issue is the proposal to in­ 
stall meters in the Locust shop­ 
ping district. Downtown Mill Val­ 
ley has had meters since 1950. 
Current status of the matter is 
that the council, at its meeting 
Aug. 17, ordered a survey of the 
city’s commercial parking areas. 
The survey is to be conducted on 
two Fridays and two Saturdays, 
those days being considered the 
heaviest as far as demand for 
parking 
spaces 
is 
concerned. 
Council action on the meter in­ 
stallation proposal will be de­ 
ferred until results of the sur­ 
vey are available. 
Mayor Gordon Strawbridge ad­ 
vises that programs for establish­ 
ing uniform parking limits, post­ 
ing signs stating the limits and 
marking off parking places on 
Miller avenue in the Locust dis­ 
trict are underway. 
The survey would accomplish 
very little if made before these 
programs are completed, he said. 
His estimate of their completion 
is some time the first part of 
October, which would mean no 
action on the meters until at least 
mid-October. 
Strawbridge told the Indepen- 
dent-Journal yesterday that a ma­ 
jority of the council will allow 
installation of meters in the Lo­ 
cust area only if the survey shows 
“that a parking problem exists 
in the area, and that meters are 
needed to alleviate it.” They will 
not be installed, he said, merely 
to provide revenue, nor just be­ 
cause they have been installed 
elsewhere. 
Proponents of Locust metering 
have argued that meters should 
be installed in both business dis­ 
tricts, or should not be used in 
either. 
In reply to a question, Mayor 
Strawbridge said that should the 


survey show that no parking prob­ 
lem exists in either district, the 
meters should “theoretically” be 
removed from the Lytton Square 
area. However, he pointed out, 
revenue from these meters * has 
already been committed to the 
parking district, to be used for 
bond amortization, and this ob­ 
ligation will continue over a pe­ 
riod of some years.
